O E, when he was five-hundred years old,

ter that men began to be multiplied upon the - 


earth, and procreation of daughters, the ſons 


of God, ſeeing the daughters of men, that 


they were fair, -took to themſelves wives out of 
all which they had choſen. And God faid, 
My ſpirit ſhall not remaia with. man for ever,
